1 . PREVIOUS TELEGRAMS HAVE CONTAINED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
VARIOUS PORTIONS OF THE PRESIDENT'S VISIT TO THE FRG AND 
BERLIN AS SUBMITTED BY THE EMBASSY, USMISSION BERLIN, 

CONSULATES GENERAL FRANKFURT AND MUNICH, AND EUCOM. FOR 
CONVENIENT REFERENCE AND USE BY THE WHITE HOUSE SURVEY 
TEAM DURING ITS FORTHCOMING VISIT, WE RECAPITULATE BELOW 
THE ENTIRE PRELIMINARY SCHEDULE. WHERE OPTIONAL PROGRAMS

ARE STILL UNDER ACTIVE CONSIDERATION, WE LIST THOSE 
OPTIONS WHICH IN THE EMBASSY'S VIEW ARE FEASIBLE. 

2. OF THE QUESTIONS TO BE DISCUSSED WITH THE SURVEY TEAM 
AND BY THE SURVEY TEAM WITH FRG AUTHORITIES, THE MOST 
FUNDAMENTAL ONE CONCERNS THE PROGRAM FOR THE MORNING OF 
BILATERAL DAY TWO (JULY 15). THIS WILL BE THE TIME WHEN 

IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE PRESIDENT, AS GUEST OF THE 
CHANCELLOR, WILL VISIT A MAJOR CITY OUTSIDE BONN AND A 
MILITARY INSTALLATION, BEFORE PROCEEDING TO BERLIN FOR 
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THE AFTERNOON PROGRAM. THE SCHEDULE IN PARA 5 CONTAINS 
THE FOLLOWING OPTIONS FOR THAT MORNING PROGRAM, 

ALL BEGINNING WITH A FLIGHT FROM BONN TO RHEIN/MAIN AIR 
BASE: 


OPTION ONE: FROM RHEIN/MAIN, DRIVE TO DOWNTOWN 
WIESBADEN, THEN ON TO WIESBADEN/ 

ERBENHEIM AIR BASE, WHERE BRIGADE 76 
IS STATIONED. 

OPTION TWO: DRIVE FROM RHEIN/MAIN TO DOWNTOWN 
FRANKFURT, THEN PROCEED TO WIESBADEN/ 
ERBENHEIM (BRIGADE 76). 

OPTION THREE: DRIVE FROM RHEIN/MAIN TO DOWNTOWN 
FRANKFURT, THEN PROCEED TO HANAU. 

3. OF THESE, THE EMBASSY MARGINALLY PREFERS OPTION ONE 
(WIESBADEN AND BRIGADE 76) OVER OPTION TWO 
(FRANKFURT AND BRIGADE 76), PRIMARILY FOR LOGISTICAL 
REASONS. A VISIT TO FRANKFURT INSTEAD OF WIESBADEN HAS 
BEEN EXAMINED AT THE SUGGESTION OF THE FEDERAL 
CHANCELLERY, AND THE EMBASSY AGREES THAT OPTION TWO 

SECRET 
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IS ALSO ATTRACTIVE. THE CHANCELLERY HAS SUGGESTED 
CONSIDERATION OF HANAU RATHER THAN BRIGADE 76 
(OPTION THREE). WHILE WE ARE LOOKING INTO THIS 
POSSIBILITY, OUR PRELIMINARY VIEW IS STRONGLY NEGATIVE. 

4. IN A DISCUSSION WITH THE AMBASSADOR ON MAY 23, 

RUHFUS OF THE CHANCELLERY STATED THAT THE GERMANS 
RECOGNIZE THE LOGISTICAL PROBLEMS INHERENT IN A 
NUERNBERG/GRAFENWOEHR VISIT AND THAT THAT OPTION CAN 
BE DROPPED FROM FURTHER CONSIDERATION. WE THUS ARE NOT 
INCLUDING A POSSIBLE VISIT TO NUERNBERG IN THE SCHEDULE 
THAT FOLLOWS.
